2. Claims 1 , 3 - 6, 8 - 25, 27 - 28 are allowed.

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the 
claimed elements, a vacuum interrupter including a semiconductive material disposed 
on an exterior of the vacuum chamber (or ceramic housing) and coupled with the 
exposed ring; and a voltage screen coupled to and disposed outside the vacuum 
chamber (or ceramic housing) and forming a capacitive path with the semiconductive 
material.
